NOTE: The amendment to claim 12, changing the language from "comprising" to "consisting essentially of does not 
place the application in condition for allowance. The burden is shifted to Applicant to show that additional steps in the method disclosed by 
the prior art would be detrimental to the method claimed by Applicant. 


Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Zhang et al. is silent with respect to the 
biodegradability of the gel. The burden is shifted to Applicant to show that the presence of metal in the gel disclosed by the prior art would 
render the gel not biodegradable.
